JAP AIRFIELDS AND KEY 
HARBOR SMASHED BY AL- 
LIED SEA-AIR FORCES

Allied naval might has smashed 


two Japanese airfields and a key 
harbor In Northern Sumatra in 
wht may be the first blow in the 
battle to regain Singapore and 
Malaya. 
Carrier-baaed 
planes ripped up 


shore Installations and the airfields 
at Sabang and Lhonga yesterday 
•while the mighty allied ileet, in- 
cluding battleships, shelled the Sa- 
bang dock yards. Twenty-two Jap- 
anese planes were destroyed on the 
ground at Sabang and several oth- 
ers at Lhonga. 
The task force commander, Adm. 


Sir James Somervllle, commander- 
in-chlef of the British Eastern 
fleet, said there was no allied na- 
val loss. 
Only one plane was 


forced to land at sea but the 
pilot was saved by a submarine un- 
der a hall of shore fire. 


Sabang, a tiny island off the 


northern tip of Sumatra, lies at 
the head of the narrow straits of 
Malacca which separate Sumatra 
from Malay and Sabang's excellent 
harbor undoubtedly U a key link 
in the Japanese supply route to 
Burma. 


In Range of Singapore. 


Sabang and Lhonga, on the Su- 
matra mainland, are within easy 
bombing range of Singapore. 
Significantly, the raid occurred 


only four days after Adm, Lord 
Louis Mountbatten, allied supreme 
commander in the Southeast Asia 
command, moved his headquarters 
from New Delhi, India, to Kandy, 
Ceylyon. British

The Russians announced today 


they had beaten down heavy coun- 
ter-attacks In the Lwow and Stan- 
islawow sectors, aimed apparently 
at throwing the Red army off bal- 
ance and disrupting'an offensive 
Into the rolling plains of Poland 
toward Germany itself. 


The Germans threw masses of 


planes, tanks and infantry into the 
violent see-aaw fighting and man- 
aged to take some towns before 
the Russians throttled the threat. 
In the Crimea, the cornered Ger- 
mans and Romanians offered stub- 
born resistance in the siege of Se- 
vastopol but were being pressed 
step by step toward the sea. Many 
prisoners were 
taken. 
Moscow 


said the Russian 
bridgehead In 


Bessarabia on the west bank of 
the Dnestr had been widened. 


The momentum of the Russian 


drives of all fronts had been ar- 
rested, temporarily at least—per- 
haps by mud aa much as by the 
German defenses, and perhaps by 
a creative pause necessary for the 
massing and regrouping of Soviet 
forces for the climactic summer 
campaign. 
British planes soared into Bul- 
garia today to tangle the rail yards 
of Plovdiv, 80 miles southeast of 
Sofia. 
Other allied planes from 
Italy bombed German communica- 
tions beyond Rome around Flor- 
ence, Ancona, Llvorno, and Plom- 
blno. Street fighting flared again 
in Casslno and the allies took 
prisoners on the Anzlo beachhead 
and near the Adriatic.

LONDON. April 20.—<£»)—Large- 
scale German tank and infantry 
attacks have been beaten back in 
the southeast corner of old Poland 
after fierce seesaw fighting, Mos- 
cow announced today in a com- 
munique which also told of the 
capture of Russian shock Uoops 
of Fedyukhlny Heights, formidable 
barrier guarding tho approaches 
to besieged Sevastotpol. 


The nazls, apparently in an ef- 


fort to save their big communica- 
tions center of Lwow, launched the 
heavy counter blows east of Stan- 
ieslawow, 70 miles southeast of the 
base, and "some populated places 
changed hands" before the assaults 
were repulsed, 
the communique 
said. 


A Soviet bulletin said a largo 


force of German bombers 
and 


fighters appeared during the bat- 
tle, supporting an earlier Moscow 
news dispatch which described the 
nazl offensive as apparently strong 
well-coordinated and 
systematic. 


Lwow Itself was heavily bombed 


by the Russians Tuesday night, the 
communique said, with many hits 
observed on trains 
loaded 
with 


troops and equipment. 


The battle of Sevastopol appear- 


ed yesterday to be developing into 
a siege, the bulletin reporting that 
the enemy, "pressed back to the 
sea, was putting up stubborn re- 
sistance."

How Early Church Prepared For Expansion' 
Into Universal Mission—Mysterious Seclus- 
ion of Paul in Arabia and Tarsus —Adven-; 
turous Life of First Missionaries.

Th« new world order for which 
w§ are waging history's greatest 
•war is not to be accomplished in 
month), but In decades or genera- 
tion!. It Is a sobering thought 
that probably all of our present 
world leaders will be dead before 
the goal Is finally reached. This 
Is a period of portentous prepar- 
ation for the young people of to- 
day upon whose 
shoulders 
the 


mantle of leadership will fall to- 
morrow. 


There Is something analogous to 
present 
condition in tho great 


outsurge of the Apostolic Church, 
under the leadership of Paul, with 
his vision of a Gospel for the 
world, Gentiles as well as Jewa. 
His pioneer activities more than 
any 
other 
single factor 
saved 


Christianity from 
becoming 
a 


mere Jewish sect. 


Now, as then, we are being 


switched from narrow, war-breed- 
ing nationalism, to a comprehen- 
sive world program. It Is rather 
a joke upon scoffers at Christian 
missions that our present outlook 
Is definitely missionary. We are 
viewing humanity with new and 
brotherly eyes, and planning an 
application of the spirit and teach- 
ing of the altruistic heralds of 
the 
Gospel 
in regions beyond. 


Only as the United Nations de- 
velop the missionary mind can 
they attain this vast goal 
The Mysterious Silent Years 
As we confront our preparation 


time, we consider Paul's method. 
(After the beginning of his for- 
eign missionary work the desig- 
nation Paul is used, rather than 
that of Saul, the king for whom 
he was named) 
Following 
his 


transforming vision on the Da- 
mascus Road, he 
went Into the 


solitude of Arabia for a time. 
•Some students think he went to 
the mysterious rock city of Po- 
tra; but that was a bustling city. 
The likelier surmise is that he 
•went down to Sinai, and to the 
Mountain of the Law, where mem- 
ories of Moses surrounded him. 
In any case, it was solitude he 
•ought, and time for thorough 
thought, to master the Implica- 
tions of the commission that had 
been given him. 


Following his brief 
experience 


IP Jerusalem, Paul went home to 
Tarsus. There he strangely drops 
cut of sight for perhaps ten vears. 
What was he doing? Had his 
family fortunes changed, so that 
he had to become 
the 
family 


breadwinner 
at 
the 
weaver's 


loom? Assuredly he was active 
in Christian propaganda. 


Chiefly, though, he 
was ham- 


mering out, on the anvil of his 
great brain, the profound truths 
he later set forth in his sermoni 
and letters. This was a Bible- 
•tudying time; |n his letters Paul 
quotes from 141 different 
chap- 
ters of the Old Testament, and 
more 
than 
two hundred single 
verses. Thus his mind become sat- 
urated with Scripture: which is 
more than a hint for those of us 
who would make ready for ou> 
new world mission. 


This Little Giant 


Aside from his life-changing vis- 


Ion, 
and his profound studies dur- 


ing the silent years In Arabia and 
Tarsus, what equipment had Paul 
for his adventure into world con- 
quest? 


Certainly he was not much to 


look at. The oldest description 
that has come down to us is In 
the Acts of Paul and Thecla, writ- 
ten in the third century:—"Ho 
saw Paul coming, a man small !n 
0I" • bald-headed, bandy-legged, 
Witn meeting 
eyebrows 
hooked 
nose, full of grace." Paul had a 
•grave 
physical 
affliction, 
his 


thorn in the flesh," which may 
have been eye-trouble, or malaria 
or even epilepsy. He stands first

He was a 
city man, a member of a trades

pursued his calling on Paul's In- 
land route.

roan he was able to meet high 
and low on level terms. For a 
most readable picture of the times 
and background of Paul, I com- 
mend Basil Mathcws1 "Paul The 
Dauntless."

Then and Now 


In the great city of Antloch, In 


Syria, (still alive and most Inter- 
esting to 
R traveler) the Chris- 


tian Church had grown rapidly, 
with mixed adherents. Ona black 
man, 
Symeon, Is mentioned as a 


leader. But there were problems. 
Strong leadership was needed. So 
Barnabas sailed across to Tarsus 
and brought Paul back with him. 
The two labored in the cosmo- 
politan center—where the name 
Christianity was first applied to 
disciples. Gradually the great de- 
cision was reached that Chris- 
tianity must press 
out 
to 
tho 


whole world: Antioch became the 
missionary center of the Church. 
Paul and Barnabas, 
with John 


Mark as attendant, set sail for 
Cyprus (The Island is now ac- 
cupled by Allied 
airfields 
and 
troops). 


Thence, after adventures 
and 


successes, they 
penetrated 
the 


mainland, 
at 
Pisidan, Antloch, 


Iconlurn Lystra and Derbe. The 
greatest battle of the ages was 
fairly joined, to 
establish 
the 


Kingdom 
of Heaven 
on earth. 


Now we arc engaged in a war 
to win the world for ways of 
righteousness and peace.

one hand and lilted the bomb free 
with the other, letting It follow the 
first one down. 
Then a flak 
fragment 
pierced 


the underside of the airplane's left 
wing and severed the control cables 
to the left aileron. The combined 
efforts of Lt. Patrick and the co- 
pilot, 2nd Lt. Frank W. Laird, 1021 
Eighth avenue Fort Worth, Texas, 
were required tu kerep the plane un 
dor control and out of the
